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| Comment o Jueterbog airfield is occupied by a ground attack regiment 
and arf 'air' reconnaissance regimen t Q The latter arrived from Oranienburg in 
late December 1951® The type; of aircraft belonging to the air reconnaissance 
regiment has not been determined* but it is believed that the regiment 
trained with jet bombers in Oranienburg and t hat it has been reequi^ ed with 
this type aircraft* Judging by the appearance on a 

type-30 plane with two cabins vhich, prior to JL&te mcmnE T xysa, vsi only 
observed in Oranienburg, it is concluded that the air reconnaissance regiment 
has actually been equipped with type-2? and tvpe-30 planes* The regiment 
probably conducts reconnaissance missions for the Bmr Corps of the Twenty- 
Fourth Air Arry * 
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
